LUMBUS (O.) March 27.—Hun- 
dreds of families on the west side 
of the city, where the 1913 flood 

took more than ninety lives, moved 
out of their homes for higher ground 
today because of a continued rise in 
the Scioto River. The Weather Bu- 
reau issued a warning that the river 
would go to twenty feet, but declared 
there was no danger of a serious 
flood. The levees were raised to 
twenty-one feet after the 1913 flood. 

All day long a steady caravan of 
people, carrying household goods, 
provisions and clothing streamed east- 
ward over the bridges. Refugees this 
afternoon invaded the State Capitol 
and prepared to spend the night. 
More rain is forecast for Columbus 
tonight. 

Flood conditions are reported from 
other points in Ohio. 

Less than two feet of reinforced 
levees tonight holds the rising waters 
of the Scioto. 

Chances tonight favored a passing 
of the flood’s crest without a break in 
the levees. Cessation of today’s down- 
pour in the upper Scioto Valley and 
the coming of slightly colder weather 
quieted the anxiety of the 30.000 resi- 
dents of lowlands in this city. 

Normal business and school sessions 
were suspended in the district threat- 
ened, while residents carried their 
house furnishings to second stories, 
moved them hastily in vans to 
of safety, or fled across the river with 
only personal belongings. 

Ambulances sped through the 
streets all day carrying invalids and 
prospective mothers from the West 
Side to hospitals or homes of friends 
in higher sections.

ALK OF A BREAK 
WITH THE KAISER.

WASHINGTON, March 27.—With 
all evidence indicating that the Brit- 
ish channel steamer Sussex. carry- 
ing American citizens, was the vic- 
tim of a torpedo, it was said authori- 
tatively here tonight that if a Ger- 
man submarine made the attack the 
imperial government would disavow 
the act, punish the sulimarine com- 
mander, offer reparation and satisfy 
the United States that the act was in 
violation of instructions. Thus it 
seemed tonight that the tesue might 
narrow down to the question of 
whether the United States would be 
willing to accept such a declaration 
from the Berlin government. 

President Wilson is awaiting with 
deep concern the receipt of conclu- 
sive evidence not only in regard to 
the Sussex, aboard which several 
Americans narrowly escaped death, 
but as to the sinking of the British 
steamship Englishman. One American 
life is said in the latest official reports 
to have been lost when the English- 
man went down. 

Already, it was intimated at the 
State Department, the United States 
has in its possession information suf- 
ficient to warrant the making of an 
inquiry of the German government as 


Thel to whether any of its submarines fired 


a torpedo at the Sussex or the Eng- 
lishman. 

The President holds the opinion 
that all the details available should be 
at hand before definite action of any 
kind is taken. He described the situa- 
tion to callers during the day as be- 
ing grave, but said no decisive step 
would be taken pending the receipt 
of additional facts. 

It is known that the President is

Certainly he will communicate the 
situation fully to Congress before tak- 
ing any definite steps which might 
lead to the severance of diplomatic 
relations. All phases of the situation 
probably will be discussed at the 
Cabinet meeting tomorrow. 

Official expression of the attitude of 
the administration was avoided today, 
hut high officials made no attempt to 
minimize the situation which will con- 
front the United States if it ts estab- 
lished conclusively that a German 
submarine sank the Sussex, an un- 
armed, peaceful passenger-carrying 
vessel, in violation of the rights of 
humanity, the principle of interna- 
tional law and the solemn assurances 
regarding the conduct of submarine 
warfare which have been given to the 
United States by the Central European 
powers, 

President Wilson was in constant 
communication with Secretary Lan- 
Sing during the day and all messages 
received from consular and diplomatic 
representatives were sent to the White 
House as soon as they were received. 

BERNSTORFF AWAY. 

Count von Bernstorff, the German 
Ambassador, who it was said with 
authority, was chiefly responsible for 
the retirement of Grand Admiral von 
Tirpitz, has been out of town for sev- 
eral days, but is expected to return to 
the capital tomorrow. He probably 
will comminicate with Secretary 
Lansing soon after his arrival. 

The discovery of a number of frag- 
ments of metal aboard the Sussex, in- 
cluding a large piece of bronze found 
by a French naval officer, has been 
reported by Ambassador Sharpe at 
Paris. 

The naval officer, according to the 
State Department dispatches, says the 
plece of bronze is a part of a tor- 
pedo. 

It is realized that the testimony of 
a French naval officer would be re- 
garded as biased by the German au- 
thorities and the department is rely- 
ing upon an expert examination of 
the other pieces of metal to estab- 
lish whether they were parts of a 
German torpedo.

ONDON, March 27.—Germany is 
still working to provoke an Irish 
insurrection. That there is gun 

running from the United States is 
common gossip in Queenstown. A 
journal of military instruction is sold 
openly in Dublin to the anti-English 
“Irish Volunteeers.” Pro-German 
weeklies, financed by German and 
Irish-American money, have ap- 
peared in Southern Ireland to spread 
seditious propaganda until suppressed 
by the military authorities. 

Persons openly suspected of Ger- 
man espionage are permitted to travel 
about unmolested. War news which 
is kept from the English public by a 
strict censorship becomes known in 
Ireland through mysterious “under- 
ground” channels. 

Pro-German sympathizers carry 
concealed weapons in Dublin without 
police interference. No adequate sys- 
tem of passport or police regulation 
is in effect to prevent German spies 
in England from crossing to {reland 
and obtaining in valuable information 
or even destroying munition centers 
or important ship yards engaged upon 
government contracts, 

PASSPORTS. 

It is necessary to exhibit a pas- 
port for perfunctory examination upon 
leaving England at Holyhead, but Ire- 
land itself ig almost criminally unor- 
ganized. I visited one semi-naval 
base and was able to learn what ships 
were in the station, what measures 
had been taken for mining the harbor 
and how the unmined channel was 
marked out. After three hours spent 
in acquiring interesting information 
which cannot be reprinted, I left the 
naval station without having been 
once asked my business. I was asked 
repeatedly by pro-Germans in Ireland 
for news of Sir Roger Casement, whom 
I met several times last winter in Ber- 
lin, where he had gone to “learn Ger- 
many’s intentions with regard to Ire- 
land.” Beyond stating that Sir Roger 
was in fairly good health I did not feel 
called upon to divulge any 

Sir Roger Casement, whom all 
Britain has disavowed as a traitor, is 
today a hero with the -German 
intriguers in Ireland. use his 
knighthood is an Enelish honor, Sir 
Roger is known merely as “Roger 
Casement.” The Christmas number 
of The Spark, a weekly sheet sup- 
pressed by the Dublin police during 
the pertod covered by my investiga- 
tion, presented an engraved photo- 
graph of Sir Roger Casement as a 
special supplement with its Christmas 
edition. 

That Irish-American sympathy of a 
certain sort is providing part of the 
money for financing the Irish Vol- 
unteers—an armed force of modern 
Fenians maintained to harass the Brit- 
ish government, is not only admitted 
in private conversation, but is openly 
acknowledged in the Irish Volunteer, 
in whose issue of July 3, 1915, to quote 
an instance, Lon MacNeill, the editor, 
Stated: 

“On behalf of the Irish Volunteers, 
I thank certain readers of The Irish 
World for the sum of $251.” 

MONEY SPENT. 

How much German money has been 
spent in Ireland since the war started 
it is impossible to estimate for the rea- 
son that this is a subject dangerous 
for Irishmen to discuss. Indiscreet 
utterances which might indicate a 
knowledge of enemy money spent to 
foment disloyalty would mean jail un- 
der the defense of the realm act, which 
provides explicit punishment for acts 
or statements prejudicial to the 
sovereign authority. Even the Lord 
Lieutenant himself, when I asked him 
whether German money was being 
spent in Ireland, did not deny the 
probability, but took refuge under the 
ambiguous reply: “We have been un- 
able to obtain evidence of it.” 

Even upon putting far less danger- 
ous questions, | was regarded with 
the most intense suspicion.

SUPPLY PROBLEM 
GROWING ACUTE

Motor Cars Found Inadequate 
to Keep Army Equipped. 
Railroad Question may be Crux 
of Mexican Situation. 
Authorities Worried by Delays 
of Gen. Carranza. 


{BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE.) 

EL PASO, (Tex.) March 27.— 
With the conviction that the chase of 
Pancho Villa was going to prove a 
long and tedious one, attention here 
was turned once more tonight on the 
railroad situation. Dispatches from 
Washington and San Antonio showing 
that the United States military au- 
thorities were becoming increasingly 
impatient for the completion of ar- 
rangements with Gen. Carranza for 


the use of the Mexican roads con- 
firmed the belief held here for the last 
week that the railroad problem was 
the present crux of the situation. 

Army officers here privately admit 
that the question of getting adequate 
supplies ta the forees at the front is 
growing serious. They say that the 
present system of motor transporta- 
tion across the Chihuahua desert has 
proved entirely inadequate and as 
Gen, Pershing’s columns push farther 
into the desolation of Western Chi- 
huahua the supplies problem is grow- 
ing acute. The advance corps of the 
expeditionary force now is well over 
250 miles from the frontier and every 
day presumably adds many miles to 
the thin line of communications. 

The sandstorms which sweep across 
the Chihuahua wastes are similar to 
the simoons which have again and 
again wiped out caravans on the Sa- 
hara Desert. 

Mormon colonists and American 
ranchmen agree that nothing but a 
railroad can cope with nature in this 
dreary region. Even if wagon roads 
wees constructed their life would be 
brief. 

There has been some speculation 
here as to the manner in which goods 
would be shipped from EI Paso. It has 
been suggested that to avoid contact 
with the Carranza troops in Juarez 
supplies would be taken in motor 
trucks to a point on the Mexico 
Northwestern six or seven miles 
south of the boundary and there load- 
ed. Gen. Bell ridicules this idea. He 
says that if the railroads are used all 
supplies will be loaded in EI Paso, 
gent over the river to Juarez and 
then dispatched south. 

AWAITING SHIPMENT. 

Thousands of tons of foodstuffs, 
clothing, ammunition, hospital sup- 
plies and forage, are in warehouses 
here, ready for shipment south the 
minute word arrives that Gen. Car- 
rana has granted the ‘right to use 
the Mexican railways.

Scores of trainmen, including 
engineers, conductors and brakem@n, 
who already have seen service in 
Mexico are ready to make up the 
crews. All that is needed is the com- 
mand to move. 

PESSIMISM. 

While public opinion on the bor- 
der is openly pessimistic regarding 
any speedy termination to the pursuit 
of Villa, there is one ray of hope that 
persists. It is pointed out that the 
bandit has never had to match his 
generalship against a force of Ameri- 
can soldiers equipped with every ap- 
pliance and device that modern aci- 
ence has contributed to the art of 
warfare. The optimists are especially 
insistent on the possibilities of the 
aeroplanes with Gen. Pershing’s col- 
umns. The scouts of the air have 
had little opportunity up to the pres- 
ent to demonstrate their worth on ac- 
count of weather conditions. At this 
time of the year the Sierras of North- 
ern Mexico are swept continually by 
spring storms, which make aviation a 
practical impossibility. The gales 
which drive over the mountains are 
broken into a myriad of powerful cur- 
rents, against which an aviator would 
be helpless. 

This condition will soon be changed, 
however. The snows are already melt- 
ing from the peaks of the Sierras and 
the spring gales will be a thing of 
the past in a few weeks. Then clear, 
calm weather may be expected and 
the only problem for the flying men 
will be suitable landing places. These 
may be found in the numerous 
plateaus and small valleys that are 
frequent in the mountains.

IN THE MEXICAN MUSS. 


Refrain from Tab Any Action Likely to 
Embarrass the President—Difficulty in Keeping Supplies 
Going to Pershing Under Consideration in Washington. 


More Aeroplanes Needed.

ASHINGTON, March 27.— 
W Failure of Senate Republicans 

to take any action at a con- 
ference today on the Mexican situation 
left the administration unhampered in 
dealing with the problem. 

The conference was called to con- 
sider steps to force the dispatch of 
additional troops to the border for 
patrol] duty. In the face of official 
advices denying alarming reports, 
however, and of Gen. Funston’s ap- 
parent confidence that he has enough 
men for any present emergency, the 
Republicans adjourned with some of 
their leaders agreeing to do nothing 
but support the administration’s plans 
at this time. 

Official advices confirmed pres dis- 
patches telling of the physical dim- 
culties encountered by Gen. Funston 
in keeping a 200-mile supply line in 
operation without the use of railroads. 
While there is no shortage of food or 
other supplies for the troops at the 
front, cavalry mounts already are on 
short rations. 

Steps to meet the situation have 
been taken by Secretary Baker, as 
there is no indication of an early 
agreement on the proposed protocol 
providing for the use of Mexican lines 
by American troops. 

BAKER'S STATEMENT. 

Mr. Baker issuesd this statement 
late today: 

“All information the department has 
from the border shows conditions to 
be quiet and the excitement of the 
last few days somewhat allayed. We 
have no dispatches indicating actual 
confitct between American soldiers and 
any forces of any kind in Mexico. 

“The expedition is, of course, mov- 
ine forward, and so lengthening the 
For that rea- 
son, Gen. Funston has requested and 
the department has purchased, two 
auto truck equipments, comprising 
fifty-four cars in all. In addition to 
that, Gen. Funston tells us that ad- 
ditional aeroplanes will be of service, 
both in reconnaissance work and in 
carrying messages from the advance 
column to the base at Columbus. Of 
the aeroplanes already there, two 
have been destroyed. Others have 
need of replacing parte, but two of 
them are in actual continuous service. 
The department is now negotiating 
for the purchase of additional aero- 
planes, but neither the number nor 
type has been yet determined.

Paris Dispatches Contradict the

PARIS, March 27, 12:15 p.m.—De- 
tailed information gathered by the 
American Embassy here indicates 
that no American lives were lost on 
the Sussex. 

Information obtained dy the 
American Embassy indicates that two 
or three Americans on the Sussex 
were injured dangerously. The delay 
in gathering full details is due to the 
fact that Boulogne is in the war zone, 
cut off from telegraphic communica- 
tion for civilians. 

All recitals of the disaster give 
great praise to a young French cav- 

ry officer, who walked up and down 
the deck of the Sussex encouraging 
the passengers with assurances that 
the vessel would not sink. He in- 
duced many persons to remain aboard 
instead of jumping into the sea. The 
survivors generally agree that the 
Americans showed great self-posses- 
sion, in many cases sacrificing their 
own chances in favor of women and 
children. 

Prof. James Baldwin and Mrs. Bald- 
win were saved, it was authorita- 
tively announced. They are at 
Wimerux, near Boulogne. Miss Eliza- 
beth Baldwin, their daughter, was 
badly injured and is in a hospital] at 
the same place.

Persia apparently is as much of a 
mystery now as it was the day after 
the vessel went down in the Mediter- 
ranean with Americans on board. 

In the dispatch received by the 
government today, the Turkish gov- 
ernment denied that any of its sub- 
marines were concerned in the dis- 
aster. Previously Germany and Aus- 
tria had denied responsibility. It was 
intimated at the State Department 
that further Investigations were being 
or had been conducted, although 
their nature was not disclosed. 

A dispatch received by the State 
Department today officially announced 
that no American lives had been lost 
on the Sussex. The message was from 
Ambassador Page at London, who 
said Ambassador Sharpe at Paris re.

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FRANK OCOUCHE IS ACQUITTED 
OY ESPIONAGE CHARGE, 


SOFIA, March 24 
March 27.)—The State Prosecutor 
has entered an appeal in the, case of 
Frank A. Couche of Ohio, formerly 
attache of the American Legation at 
Bucharest, who recently was &a0c- 
quitted of espionage. It is expected,

OYES LOSES APPEAL; 
MUST STAND TRIAL. 


THE TIMES, March 27.—William & 
Noyes, former president of the Pre- 
sidio Mining Company, and recently 
arrested on complaint of Capt. W. 8. 
Overton, United States Army, and 
charged with embezzlement, today 
lost his case in the Appellate Court 
wherein he sought by writ of habeas 
corpus to escape trial. The Appellate 
Court dismissed the writ and re- 
manded Noyes into the custody of the 
Sheriff. Bail had been fixed in the 
sum of $1000 bond or $500 cash. 

Later in the afternoon Noyes p- 
Plied to the Supreme Court for a 
writ of habeas corpus, basing the po- 
tition on the same grounds as for the 
former writ, that is, that Insufficient 
evidence had been adduced before Po- 
lice Judge Morris Oppenheim to show 
that any crime had been com 
in the matter. 

The specific charge against Noyes 
is the felonious embezzlement of $5000 
from the Presidio Mining Company. 
The prosecution claimed at the pre- 
liminary hearing before Judge Oppen- 
heim that Noyes had embezsied the 
total sum of $11,000 and had con- 
verted this amount of money to his 
own use in two amounts, the first 
being $6000 and the second $5000. 


Noyes to answer on the charge 
perior Court. 
OTHERS INVOLVED. 

The complaint alleges that N 
embezzled the money in February, 
1913, and the prosecution alleged 
that Noyes, together with B. 8. 
Noyes, I. Osborn and W. 8. Osborn, 
entered into a conspiracy to embezzie 
this sum and to dominate the com- 
pany’s affairs to his own profit and to 
the loses of the stockholders. Max- 
well McNutt, special prosecutor, act- 
ing for Capt. Overton, declared at 
the hearings that the $11,000 was 
taken out of the treasury of the com- 
pany for the purpose of covering an 
embezzlement alleged to have been 
committed by L. Osborn. McNutt 
also declared that the minutes of the 
directors meeting had been changed 
so that they showed things that never 
occurred and set forth that persons 
were present at the meetings who in 
fact were not present. 

Noyes claimed that the money was 
given to him, not as an employee of 
the company, but as an independent 
contractor and in consideration for 
ore which he had furnished the com- 
pany from another mine. He claimed 
that there was nothing hidden about 
the transaction, that there was no em- 
bezzlement and that all of the matters

Museum to Build Soon. 


Friend Wipes Out Debt of the 
Southwest Museum. 


Priceless Relics of Ancient 
China Another’s Gift. 


The announcement of a new His- 
panic Museum, to be built soon, the 
receipt of a gift of $35,000, which 
wiped out the debt of the Southwest 
Museum, and the start of the installa- 
tion of priceless exhibits of old China, 
which are to be opened to the public 
next Saturday, combined to make yes- 
terday notable in the history of the 
Southwest Museum, Avenue 46 and 
Marmion way. The man who enabled 
Dr. Hector Alliot, curator, to an- 
nounce that the institution is out of 
debt, does not wish his name made 
public. Herbert E. House of No. 4712 
Gramercy place donated the Chinese 
relics and is personally attending to 
putting them in place. He is field 
secretary of the Canton Christian 
College but formerly was tutor to the 


family of Yuan Shi Kal, ent 
of the Chinese republic. 
In announcing that the last in- 


debtedness has been cleared up, Dr. 
Alliot said that within a short time 
ground will be broken for the His- 
panic Museum, which js to repeat the 
life of 100 years ago in California. 
One-half the money necessary has 
been obtained and as soon as the re- 
mainder is obtained a start will be 
made. 


TO CUT DOWN GRADE, 


The establishment of the Hispanic 
section will work a greag change in 
the museum grounds and incidentally 
will do away with all puffing up the 
hill to the present buildings. It is 
intended to shave the hill to an angle 
of 45 deg., make parapets and elimi- 
nate the present wooden Stairways. 
Visitors will enter the museum 
grounds through a beautiful Spanish 
garden, in which will be a fountain 
and a stream emptying into a small 
lake, where water plants will grow. 
The walks in this garden will be 
ned with oleander and olive trees. 
Through this Spanish garden the visi- 
tors will walk to the Spanish Museum, 
which will be the typical adobe resi- 
dence of a Spanish gentleman of a 
century ago. 

The installation of the Chinese ex- 
hibit is only the start. but a good 
(ne. of a more comprehensive orien- 
tal display through which the public 
will be given opportunity to become 
acquainted with a Far East that is 
rapidly passing. The museum has a 
serious purpose in accepting the re- 
markable relics given by Mr. House 
and it expects to add to this col- 
lection from time to time. The ar- 
ticles collected by Mr. House during 
his long residence in China are very 
rare and valuable, not from a mone- 
tary point of view, but from a his- 
torical standpoint. They include 
things which it is believed are not 
duplicated in this country and there- 
fore can be seen nowhere in 
America but in Los Angeles.

OMMERCE passing through the 
port of Los Angeles during Feb- 
ruary, 1916, was $840,784 in ex- 

cess of the January total, according 
to a report issued by the Harbor 
Commission yesterday. The total han- 
dled by the port last month was 176.

Politics as well as patriotism sway 
the leaders directing behind their military 
machines the great European struggle. It 
is noteworthy that the shrewdest politicians 
in former peace days are the ablest patriots 
in present war times. No more conspicuous 
example can be found than in the conduct

These, indeed, have been the objects for 
which he has consistently worked—the na- 
tionalization of the country’s resources and 
industries to the discouragement of private 
enterprise—and these objects, utterly un- 
attainable while the country was peaceful 
and prosperous, have been sprung suddenly 
on the nation under the exigencies of war. 
The leopard does not change his spots 
nor the Ethiopian his skin; neither has the 
Uttle Welsh Socialist surrendered any of his 
cherished projects. But to keep in touch with 
public opinion in England he has added to 
them, under the guise of a commercial 
combination against his country’s enemies, p 
the principles of protection. Thus he open- 
ly reaches out for the tariff-reform vote in 
England, while secretly he assures the la- 
bor element that an increased scale of 
wages brought about by present abnormal 
conditions will, under bis leadership, be 
continued for them when peace is restored 
(without, of course, the liberty of the open 
shop.) This implies control of private bust- 
ness by government officials after the ne- 
cessity for such control has passed away. 
The first step on the road, in fact, to Social- 
istic confiscation.

dened with state interference. 

As an efficient Minister in times of war, 
which he has undoubtedly shown himself 
to be, Lloyd George at present holds a high 
place in the esteem of the people whose 
sentiment is still colored with the red of 
battlefields. Should the allies be successful 
in war his prestige will be enormously in- 
creased. He alone, the people will say, 
made no disastrous mistakes. He may be 
strong enough to wrest the Premiership 
from Asquith.

AMA CANAL SLIDES, 

Donald F. McDonald of the Washing- 
ton Bureau of Mines was detailed as geolo- 
gist to the Panama Canal when it was un- 
der construction. He attributes the slides 
which have increased the cost of the canal 
several millions of dollars to the sinking 
of the bottom of the Pacific Ocean outside 
the relatively shallow depths of the Iisth- 
mus shore waters. These sinkings have 
visited the isthmus every thirty to thirty- 
five years and each has resulted in some 
increased uprise of the land mass. Mr. 
McDonald says: From the various oscil- 
lations of the land above and below sea 
level, as already noted, one would expect 
that the rocks constituting the isthmian 
land mass would have become broken and 
dislocated in these upward and downward 
movements, and this has happened. Great 
fracture planes cut the rocks and trend 
mostly northeast southwest, or approximate- 
ly parallel with the axis of the land mass, 
with some minor fractures leading in other 
directions. Along these fracture planes dif- 
ferential movements, some of which meas- 
ure hundreds of feet, have taken place. The 
frictional drag of these movements has 
crushed and broken the softer rocks for 
several feet on each side of the planes of 
motion. This faulting has had a most im- 
portant bearing on engineering because the 
faulted zones, especially where the rocks 
are extensively crushed and broken, have 
tended to promote slides.” 

. The Culebra Cut is a vast ditch that 
passes through many varieties of rock in 
the nine miles of its length. Some of these 
are weak unstable, and where the 
slopes of the cut were steep and 100 to 300 
feet higher, the weaker rocks locally 
crushed down to flatter slopes. The flat- 
ness depended om the material involved, 
but, whatever the material, whenever the

THIEVES IN SCHOOL.

Books Disappear fran Desks and 
Lockers in Los Angeles High, and 
Paculty and Students form 


Following the unexplained disap- 
Pearance of quantities of school books, 
authorities of the Los Angeles High 


School appointed a special theft com- 
mittee yesterday. This body, com- 
posed of faculty members and officers 
of the student government, is au- 
thorized to take drastic measures in 
running down the supposed gang of 
thieves that has been infesting the in- 
stitution. 

During the last few days alarming 
numbers of textbooks have disap- 
eared. Desks have been ransacked, 
ockers broken into and cloakrooms 
entered. The thieves have displayed 
discriminating taste by specializing 
on high-priced books, mainly those 
belonging to junior college students 
and costing from $3 to $5 a volume. 
Several days ago one miscreant was 
expelled from the 
school, but despite this capture, the 
purioining continued. It is a matter 
of wonderment to both faculty and 
students that so great a number of 
bulky volumes could be taken awav 
from the school without detection. 
The stealing operations are carried on 
with the deliberation and thorough- 
ness of a practiced crook.

EXHIBIT RICHES 
OF MINES AT FAIR. 
COLLECTING SPECIMENS FROM 
GREAT WESTERN FIELDS. 


‘To arouse interest in mining in this 
country and more particularily in 
California, James E. Babcock, man- 
ager of the Palace of Mines at the 


San Diego exposition, will leave to- 
night on a tour throughout the 
Southwestern mining districts. 

Mr. Babcock bears the indorsements 
of the Chamber of Commerce, the 
Chamber of Mines and Oils of this 
city and the San Diego Chamber of 
Commerce and other civic bodies. 

“There has been a great need of a 
mineral exhibit in the San Diego ex- 
position and we have acquired the 
Washington State building for the 
housing of the displays,” said 
Babcock yesterday. “There are a 
number of single exhibits at the ex- 
position, but not one co-operative 
display. In the Palace of Mines we 
shall have a display embracing the 
entfre Southwest and the rest of this 
country. 

“The Palace of Mines will be free 
to the public, the expenses being met 
through the financial support of the 
districts represented and by private 
subscriptions. At the present time 
the territory tributary to Los Angeles 
is producing approximately $300,000,- 
000 annually, but at that the field is 
only partially opened, and the Palace 
of Mines will forcibly impress the 
thousands of possible investors who 
will visit the exposition with the op- 
portunities offered in the legitimate 
investment in the mining industry.”

INDICATION FOR 
NEGRO PATROLMAN. 


POLICE COMMISSION SAYS . HE 
SAW DUTY AND DID IT.

Woman Injured When Arrested 
Seven Weeks Ago is Still in the 


Patrolman Charles H. Broady, 
charged with brutal treatment in ar- 
resting Nora Palmer, February 7, last, 
was vindicated and commended for his 
conduct yesterday by the Police Com- 
mission after a public hearing in 
which six or eight witnesses were 
examined in open hearing. The wom- 
an, who was struck by the patrolman 
after he made the arrest, is still at the 
County Hospital, where the physician 
in charge said she was unable to at- 
tend the hearing to give testimony. 

The testimony presented yesterday 
indicated that there was no eyewit- 
ness present when the policeman 
struck the woman, but a crowd was 
attracted by her screams. Both the 
patrolman and the Palmer woman are 
negroes, as were nearly all of the wit- 
nesses. The testimony of the wit- 
messes Was to the effect that when 
they arrived on the scene the woman 
was lying on her back near the side- 
walk, bleeding profusely from nose 
and mouth. Several bystanders, who 
said she was apparently choking, 
wanted to give the woman some at- 
tention but the patrolman for a time 
would let no one help her. When the 
crowd insisted, however, he permitted 
someone to give her a drink of water 
and place a pillow under the woman's 
head and wipe her face. Broady said 
at the time that he had to strike the 
woman because she tried to kick him. 
Some time later Patrolman Frank G. 
White, also a negro, picked up a lit- 
tle penkniwe near by and exhibited it 
to witnesses. Search for the woman's 
pocketbook previously had disclosed 
no knife. 

Patrolman Broady said the woman 

him and drew the knife from 
her belt and he said that after she 
kicked him he hit her with the side 
of his hand. Patrolman White gave 
similar testimony and said he found 
the penknife on the ground near 
where the woman was lying. 

The report of the Police Commis- 
sion says that Broady used no more 
force than was necessary to protect 
his life and perform his duty, and 
Chief Snively is instructed to com- 
mend both of the negro patrolmen 
for their “strict attention to duty.” 


NO MORE BONDS.
